I Bsi: again in view of tiiese consid- 
eration \vnetber bo wlio cIioobcb reli- 
gion docs not oiiooso a good part ? 
Dut observo still furtlicr that in iiiak- 
iiii; tills clioico all llie interests Of the 
soul liccuiuo idenlitiod with the inter- 
estof Jeliovali himseif, . The views 
which Ood entertains of the eliarac- 
ters ol men are roKulated by a regard 
to tliis briMiil iiiiii original distinc- 
tion of wliioli 1 bave already «poken. 

Those wlio lire on llie side of riijlil- 
couBucsB lie regards liis friends, tbuse 
of theopposlto character HiseneiiiicB, 
and those views determine His con- 
duct towards tlicin. Here are quaiilica- 
Mons necessary to introduce men to 
particular stations and societies on 
earth, aud tboro is a (iiialilicalion 
necessary to introduce a iiian into 
(iod's gracious kingdom, and that 
qualification is roliglon. The moment 
lie is thus introduced He has all tbo 
perfections of Jchovali pledged for 
his protection and comfort, and His 
ultimate triuinpb.

Do yon envv that man whose lau- 
rels M-nii ..<> bright and Ibick npiiii 
his brow, and where splendid polili- 
oal, or inllllary achievements, liave 
caused Ids uame to ring through the 
WOl'ld? Envy him not for the grave 
that receives his body will receive bis 
glory too, Tbul is not a portion lor 
eternity, lln ymi i nvct llie condition 
of the man wlio in tlio pride of bis 
hoart counts up bis millions, and 
moves ill splendor, and riots in lux- 
ury 'i' llelicve nie, tliore is nolliiiig 
lliero wliicli you need greatly to de- 
sire for all that sliver and gold is per- 
ishable, and will be molted down if 
not Booner, in tlie Area of tlie last day.

Your 
splendid mansions with all that they 
contain burn down. The laurels 
wliicli decorate your brow fall off, 
and tlie high ground of honor on 
wbicli you stand sinks from beiieatli 
your feci, and perhaps a grave is 
open in which is buried even your 
good name. 

Health too, oh I how it flies before 
the witheringpowerofdlBoaso. Those 
roses that bloom upon tlie clieek fade. 
The eye tlial sparkles willi iiitclligouce 
and yontliliil joy, loses its lustre, the 
coiintenancu ^-rows pale, and care- 
worn ; and even life, life on wbicli 
every other earthly good depends, wo 
hold by a tenure so frail that It can 
scarcely stand before thu touch of an 
insect. 

But not so with this blessed portion 
of tlio Bonl. Come poverty, come 
BicknoBs, come surrow, coino horeave- 
mcut,and religion will shine out 
upon tliose dark scenes, in all its 
brightnesB, and all its iuaje8ty,Just as 
the setting Buu tinges with a hue of 
glory the evening cloud. 

Come death, that enemy at wbicli 
nature shudders, and reason juBtilics 
the shuddorings; come dressed lu thy 
darkest attire, and armed wltli thy 
sharpest arrow, and moving as if 
vengeance was in thy fooiste|is, and 
i-ellgion will look tliee in thy face, and 
smile ; slie will nut resist, nordcsii'eto 
resist tlioo in thy work, for whattliou 
art doing is necessary to the accom- 
'plisbment of her piu'iioso, but she 
will protect the soul while thou art 
exerting thy jiowcr on the body, 
and tlien slio will open Ibe door of 
the sepulchre wilii one liaiid, and 
the door uf the palace of God with 
the other.

Tho moat racent slop In the celo- 
bralcd Horse Cave, Ky., conflict be- 
tween Prof. Slooum and the ritlzou* 
of tlial place, which occurred some 
months ago, was tho tiling of a dam- 
ago suit In tho United States Court 
several days ago by I'rof. Slocuni 
against nineteen of Hie most proini- 
Deiil l iiizcns of Horse Cave. It will 
lie 1 cjineinbeicd that I'rof. Slocnm 
went from sonic iilace in Hie Stale of 
Ohiolo Horse Cave and opened a 
school, and from sonic cause became 
very unpopular Willi tlio people in 
and around Horse Cave. 

Tbe Ironblcs coiitiniicd to grow till 
one night an assault was made ou 
Slociim's residence by a number of 
men ou horseback. Information of 
tho visit had been convoyed lo Slo- 
cnm previously, and he wa* prepared 
lo give his ouomie* a warm reception' 
In tbe rumpus one man waa killed, 
two<mortaIIy hurl, aud other* *ligbt- 
ly wounded, and tbe alTiir cauaed a 
great deal of excitement ail over 
Hart county. A number of very 
.damaging tlatenonta . wcro made 
against the Proitaaor and some of 
his assistant teachers, and since Ihen 
an indictment was relnrned in War- 
ren connly against a reiiiale 
teacher and a geiitleiiKiii who ac- 
tively espoused the I'rolcssor's 
cause. The leiiiale assislaiil ic- 
I'ericd lo was from Ohio also, and 
csiahlislicd lor herself a very lively 
reiiiilalioii, and is said to 1)0 tllO 
cause of all the trouble. 

Tlie amount of damage sued for is 
$25,000, and the stylo of Uie ault is P. 
J. Sulcum against B. F. Craddook, 
Dr. T. 11. Garvin, U. F. and MacC. 
Miiatalti, G. A. Taylor, Wado J. Lew- 
is, Thomas Walton, Jacob Bailey, 
Jame* Green, Frank Maddox, Wil- 
llani Adams, E. F. Richardson, Jolin

Among 
llie ilcfeiiihinls are two bankers— the 
Miislains — the leading physicians of 
Hie coiiiily, Dr. Carviii, John K. Ab- 
lioll, biollier or Ctipl. Buck Abbott, 
rriiscciiliiig Atloriiey of tlie Louis- 
ville City Court, aud a number of 
prominent luerchantg. Tlie trial will 
develop some very interesting iiiat- 
Icrs.

Some Conspicuous Mxaniplea of 
liim of Flowem. 
En;;l!iii(rs ^rciil statesman, tlio Earl 
of lleaconslicid, died on tho 19th of 
April, 1881. Among his other chor- 
ncteristics ho was known to bo passion- 
ately fond of llowers; and of all flowers 
his favorite was the pretty little prim- 
rose, wbicb grows so plenttfolly on 
c\ ery English field and lane. 

So it became the habit of those Eng- 
lish [icoplo who oberish hi* memor}', 
to adopt tbe primroae aa % memento 
of him. On every 19th of April thou- 
sands of English are to bo seen, in city 
streets and in tho country districts, 
wearing the primrose in honor ot tho 
departed sliilesiuan. 

In s|>eakiiig of this custom reccDtly. 
Sir Stafford KorUioote, Beaconstield's 
eolleagiic and friend, said of tbe prim- 
rose that "it grows everywhere in the 
coiiiilry, llowcring in the nio>i disail- 
vftnUip'ons and most discouraging 
altuation.s; and comes in the very bo- 
ning of spring, spreading itself over 
Helda aa a t^ of freah hope, fresh 
lination and freah intereefr to 
men." 

In all iigcs, and among elmoet every 
lieoplu. Dowers have tieen adopted as 
symbols, types and emblems of human 
eombinatioD, affection and loyalty. 
The young reader need ficarcely be 
rciuiiulcil of llio red and white roses 
w hieli were tlie badges oi tbe Lancas- 
trian and York rival* to the Kngliah 
throne. 

But this symbolism of flowers 
dates liack to periods far older tliau 
tho time of the wars of the Bosos. 
The ancient nations had eaeh>it* em- 
blematic flower. The spoolal flower of 
tho liindoos, for instance, has always 
boon tho marigold. Tho Chinese di.s- 
play as Iheir niitionid llowcr tho gor- 
geous clii;\ .iiinUii'iiiiiiu. 

The A.s»vrians biivo for aces proudly 
worn the w'ator-Ulv. Bnrptuuia delight 
most of all in the bdrotrope; though 
the papyrus leaf, used by the ancient 
Egyptians in place of paper, may also 
bo rcganlcd in a high sense aa the sym- 
bolic plant of the Nile. 

Tho Greeks and Bomans were fat the 
habit of distribnting tho flower* in tbeii 
luxurious gardens among the god* and 
deini-gods; just as in yet romotor timet 
the sweet biLsil and tho moon-flowot 
were sacreil to Asiatic deities. 

In tho tloman custom, to Juno was 
devoted the Illy, to Vonns tho myrtle 
niul lli(^ rose, to Minerva the olive and 
the violet; Diiuiii bad tbe dittany, Ceres 
the poppy. Mars the ash, Bacchus the 
grapolcai, Uorculos tbe poplar, and 
Jupiter, naturally, Mie monarch of 
trees, tho oak. 

So, wo may Infer that among the 
Romans, tho illy nud tho oak were the 
emblems. of power; tho myrtle and the 
torn, ot lovo; tho olive and tho violiM., 
of learning; the ash, of war; and the 
grape-leaf, of festivity. 

Even tho days of the week, as wc 
nso tliem now. nro named from dcilU's 
w ho had each his special flower; the 
Sun (Sunday), the sunflower; the Moon 
(Monday), tho daisy; Tuesdiiy (the 
gcsl Tul s dav), tho violet; Wcdnesilay 
(the gixl Wodon's dav). the bine 
nionksTiood; Thursday (tho god Thor's 
iliiy), the bnrdoek; Friday (tbe god- 
dess Frea's day), the orchis: and Sut 
urdiiy (Saturn's day), llio borsc-tail. 

We find also that in our own time, 
the sacred ilays in tho calendar of the 
Kiiglisli Chiirch have all their llower 
or plant ciubloms; tho principal of 
which are, the holly for Chriatmas, the 
palm of Palm SnndM', and the amar- 
anth for All SainU* iJiky. 

Monarehs and nations have often 
had their symbolic flowers. Tbe thiatle 
is the emblem of Scotland, and the 
shamrock of Ireland. Tbe flenr-de-lis 
is the badge of tho royal house of 
France, and tho amaranth of that of 
Sweden. The rose blooms forever on 
tlie royal coal-of-aruis of England. 

Surelv nature bears no product more 
grucofnily adapted to meh symbolism 
than, tbe flower*, in the infinity of their 
ooli ■ ■ ■"

But tbuu 
slia't ope I lliiiie lianil wide unto him, 
anil slialt surely len I liiiii sniliclent for 
his uecil," "Thou sbalt not oppress a 
hii'i'il -ervant that is pour aud needy, 
whi'ther lie be uf thy brethren or of 
sii'angers, . . . lost be ory against 
till e unto the Lord, and It bo sin nnto 

time." 

.loll ilnc'lari'^ tliat be was a fatlier to 
the po'ir; and all tlirouirli tbe wonder- 
ful book tliat bears Tils name, (io l 
is spoken of as the avenger of the 
poor. Kiinlni'ss lo them is a proof of 
jii.'ly anil irni'liy lo tliom is a crime 
that Iheir Maker will surely punish. 

Thd Psalms are rich in comfort foi 
the j oor, and in promise for those who 
care tor Ibem: "lie hatli pri'pared His 
coiiilni'.'is for the jKHjr," "rhe Lord 
lieareLli the poor." "He shall .save thu 
children of the iioedy nnd break in 
pieces the omiressor," "He shall deliver 
the needy wiien he crielh; the pooral o 
and him who hath no helper," "lie 
EbnII staml at the rj;;lit lianil of the 
piiiir," "l)li's<i'd is hii lhat I'lin.siileielb 
t!iu poor. Tlie I-oid will deliver him in 
time of iryublu." 

In Frovorbs this broad foandutioa is 
laid fur sooUI eoiinlity and frntcrual 
ijnipiiliiy: "The Lord I'lndllie poor ino 't 
to. ruthur; the Lord is tlie maker of them 
itll." Thoy are ^uiilly ILa chlldrou. 
ami tlu bus given to some woalth anil 
Withlielil il fioni olliors. not because He 
is partial anil iinjiisi, lint beeati.se Ilr 
WOid I eullivale in I'ai-li class tin- spirit 
of brotliot-liooil. He taki.'s the poor 
under UN spi i ial caii'. He ileclans 
that wliui'ViT o|i|ires.si'tli the poor re 
Jiloaclietli his maker, and whosoever 
givclli III till) piKir lendelli to tin; Uird 
Of Ihe virtuous Woman it is saiil: ".Sli.' 
etreleheth out her liaud to the poor, 
\ ua she reaohetb forth her hands to I be 
Ui-ody." 

The pro))hets nttcroJ their most fear- 
ful denuiieiatiotis iii;aiii.st thosj who 
oppress the |K)or. They .seemed to re- 
gard til's as one of the worst eviileni c- 
of a|iOStaey. lle.ir Isaiah: "Ve grind tin 
faces of the poor." Hear Amos; "They 
(iol I the piKir for a pair of shoe.-!. 
"Your ti-i'ailiii',' Is upon the poor." Hut, 
while ili'i laiin;; that IIihI will )>onr out 
His fury upon the jiroiid and the eru»l, 
how sw. eliy thoy tull of Uig iiicrcy for 
the oppress'.'d. "When the jioor and 
nee ly si'i'k water and there is none, 
nnd iheir loii;,'neTiiiIethfor tliirst, 1. the 
Ihe (iod of Israel will not forsake them, 
I win opun rivers in the high places nnil 
fountains In tho valloya" Yea, Ue will 
cvi-n work miracles to supply tho wants 
of the )Mior. 

In the New Testament we learn that 
oiir Saviour w;is isior; thai lie iin a- lii il 
the (iosp.'l esiHH.'lally to the p iiir; thai 
Ho cried: "lUessed be ye poor, for 
vours Is the Kingdom of Heaven;" tlni'. 
lie said " Wlicii tlion niake>t a feast 
eall the iMxir, the inaiincil, the lame and 
the blinil." He was ueeustimiml, otitof 
h's liniilinl means, logive to those who 
woio poorer Btill, as wo learn from 
John xiii:2'.l. When He spoke to Jiid.'is, 
the treiuiirer, the other disciples thought 
of eimrse that it was aliont giving somc- 
thiug lo the poor. Ho told Ine rich 
young man who wanted to bo pericet lo 
toll all that be bad and give to the poor. 
Whoa Znochnus was converted, ho 
caught Fo promptly the spirit of the 
Mafiti'r that 111' I r.i'il at onei.': "Tho 
half of uiv goods I g.vo to the poor." 

When I'uul went forth OS thu aspostle 
to thu fSentiles, Jun-es, Petor and John 
insist (1 upon only ouo thing— that he 
gliuiild r,'iiieuil>er tho poor. lUal. 
iitia) Wbe^ever be went bo took up 



moili rn idea* of himian eipiality. of the 
di;,'nity of labor, of the worili and tho 
rights of man asmau, without refercneo 
to^blrth, or raice, or oolor, or situation, 
or culture, or wealth, all have come 
from Ihe Hiblc. And there, too, we 
have li'arni'il tilxnit tho law ot co-opora- 
tion, of lunttial sytupalhy and aid which 
enable; men to unite in brothorhoods, 
nnd to sUiiid by each other to resist op- 
position. Take i.wny the Uible ami llic 
world would soon drift back lo tlial con- 
dit'on of povei-ly niid slavery for Ihe 
inassi's. H ben niifrlil wa.s ri;:hl; when 
fell shtiess ruled sii|ir''iiio. I'licre are 
elouds btill in the sky. Uut they arc 
being seal toroil by ihe Sun of Itighlcniis- 
iieis. ./ii-l so iiust anil .so far as the 
Bible |iri vail> we^illh ceases lo be arro- 
;;ant ami oppressive and jioverly ceases 

10 I c bitter nnd hupoloss. In the new 
anil hol> light that radiates from the 
cioss, tlie rich h arn to l.o liiinible and 
i ha, ilnliic. the lioiir learn to be piilient, 
siilt-ivapocliug and t ) trust in (iod. On 
thu one s'do wo have tbo rovelntiou that 
wealth eoini'R from (icd. that tin so to 
wlioiu Ho gives it are His ^t wa ds. .mil 
must give aecoum Ui him f.ir tlu ir ns ■ 
or abuse of it. On the other hand v.c 
havu the rovolation that tho poor are 
the children of the same lieavenly 
Kaihcr -thai ilicv are Uto wards of the 
rich, ami can claim from theiu u |K>rii' ii 
of the coiiiiiion inliciitaneo. Hut tiiis 
claim thcyaielo prc-ent. not to tie 
ricli theiiiseln's. Hut lo GotL 'lliey 
are to go to him, aud trust to Iliiu lo 
opi n Uie hoarts and tho hands of their 
brctliron. 

So gcnerary rei'ogn:/,i'(I is the fact 
tliat Clirisliaiiity has brought iu a new 
sotiiol law that the wont uliority which 
i'X(iro,i»us tho spirit of t'.c (!o p I h is 
lome 10 bo used for all kiihls i f .ilnis 
given. The beiiovolcn e of w hicli >ki |i- 
;ies fomullmas boiLst. they dcriMil iuili- 
rectly from tho Uible. It was ncicr 
droaiuoti of iu their philosophy. What 
is moonlight with tliein is sunshine w'lii 
Ihe ehureh of t'hrist. Their hiimanita- 
riaiiisiu is palo a. d cold, ours is war n 
and vivifying. Their s is the pliilan- 
throphy of words, ours Is thai of de.'ds 

And now since these things are so. 
how cruel is that skepiicisin wiiit li Irivs 

1 1 prejudice tho poor against tb- word 
of (io;l. How snakc-likc, cuhhoi,! ven- 
omous Ls that spirit wliiehcr.iwls am. . ng 
tho workingmpn, lifte up its head nthe r 
shops aid homes and club ro.ims, and 
above all in tho s.iloons. and hisses in 
lhi'ire:irs; "'riic clinrcli is the aily of 
the cap talist and the oppre sor. t ic 
Bible is tho rich man's book." Tliat hiss 
is Satanic It comes from him who is 
father of lies, and ih' deadliest foe of 
till' human race. He would take from 
povc ty anil toil tlieir true sol aec und 
liojc. .\nil hiiw shall wo coiint 'iau: 
this insiUuous inlliienec? We luii.st gi't 
llics 'nieii to ie:ul the Bible f ir them- 
selves, and not to tjike the false repi rts 
of itJ eneni e i ami tlicir.s. But a!K>ve 
idl we must try lo illtislrate mor.! fully 
in our lives the sfiirit uf our MasU'r and 
of His book. In our interoourMi with 
tho poor and with all who are, or think 
they are o|ipres.sed we must bo living 
epistles. Wo may nol h; able to iniliice 
them to read the Bible. But thoy will 

uad \\->. And if we are true witnesses 
for (jud we shall not fall to secure in 
time a verdict In faror of tho Gogjiei.

believed in earno^tuoss ■■ enthusiasm. 
If the Gospel is (ied's most glorious 
revolation of Himself, and His best gift 
to men. itsho lUi not be icreiicil eol lly 
but with ho;irt aglow -it >hiuilil n,it lie 
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with llamii g /cal. On the ilay of IVnto 
cost the tongue j lil^u as of Ikf sat upon 
each of the disoi|'lus. 'Xlils s^mhilitcd 
the spirit in wh'ch they welt) to labor. 
The world has never wilne.-sed such 
; e;il lis tliat o,' the pritiiilive clitircli. Its 
member;, few and fielilc, went ovcry- 
whero preno <ing the Word. Thuy riin 
to an fro as willi flam ng loivhei, aud 
kindled a Ua'O tliat ban burned on to 
this day, aud is Hprondlng around the 
world. 

Theio is, then, no ineungrulty in th'> 
onion of tliO'io two wonl.4. "ClirlstI mi- 

ty" and "/oal." 'niey hclin;; togothor. 
Tho sun that I'glils ihe »oiM warms it, 
too, and ijuiekcns lo life all Ihe g, nils 
ill its soil. When you have I glit that 
neither warms nor viv'liiv, jou know 
that it does not come fresh from Iho 
sun, but is n'lloch'd froin the iiioou. 
Her beaiiH nro pule and cold. 'I'hoy 
delight a drc.iiiiy ^cnt■nl entn'i.^iii. h it 
do not wake on up lo earnest toil. 
Christ is tbo Sun of Itiehtcoasness. Ho 
proclaimed Himself the light of tho 
world. l:ut Wi l li II 9 hcnins of Iriith 
and love fall on a hiimaii son), thev lio 
not play oa it like moonshine. Thoy 
penetrate, they warm, they kindle life, 
they arouse the holiest emotions nnu 
energies. So gre it was the ))o\ver of 
the i;i>s|iel upon Ihe heart of rani tlint 
he claimed to have been crucilied with 
Chr'st, and to live a new life of whiob 
(.'hrist Ilim-olf was Ihe source and cen- 
ter. Auil w,i Ic.irn from th's apostle 
not only t!ia! x^ -.A is a iioi ui.tl uutgrowlh 
of t'liristianily. but that it hi connected 
wiih and nourlshe I by int lli^enoe. I(o 
finds the fatal defict of the zeal of 
tho Jews in the fact that it was 
"nol according to kiiowleili,'c." (Horn. 
X. -'). It was Uio >c:il of ignorance, of 
prejudice aud ot pa^ision. Ilonco, it was 
not only impuro and unholy, bnt bitter 
and re'entle-s. Triio /cal Is kindled by 
the study of Iriilh. Tho more fully we 
coiu]irc!.ci.d the groat facts In the (ios 
pel. the more will oiirbetirts bum with- 
in U). Thcro is no srdder error tlinn 
that which releg.iles Christian 7c il to 
the ignor.iiit, ami chiiiiis lli it ciillivatcil 
pic'y must i sehcw il as Mil .ar ami ilo 
grading. It w.is me xi ih.it I'aiil aii.l 
Luther and Knox ami IHiil h aniol 
Chrst. 

We Icatu from Paul's letter to Titus 
thai '/.cal is to be nianifeslcd nut by 
flam'ng words but by good works. The 
pcciiliiirity of Ciiristiaiis is that Uiey 
are "/ealon* of good works" (Tiliu il 
14). What xcnlUicra is tn the scholar- 
ly pioly of our day is largely expcnilcd 
in logomachy - tlie war of wouls. It is 
'.oal for ortnuduxy; meaning Uieruby, 
"our doxy,'* ratlwr tbau earnest riralry 
Id Christian enterprise and efTort 
'i'iicre arc Icarncl nu n not a few who 
will li;;ht liaiih r : i;aiiist a theologioal 
oritiu'than they will light against Satan 
to save a soul. It Is time to apply to 
all creeds tho Saviour's test: "'xe shall 
know thorn by their fruits." If a man 
promulgates a new doctrine or a new 
interpretation, we should tell biin to try 
it in evangelistic work. If by preach- 
ing it ho can do more gooil than we 
can by preaching tho old, wo will then 
examine his claims, but not before. 

I'nul teaches ns again that Cbrislinn 
zeal is intimulciy coiim.'cteil with l'oiI- 
ly sorrow, huniility aud a vclicincnt de- 
sire for personal holiness. Read i 
Cor. vii. 10, 11. How different tin 
picture, then, from that of tho zealot 
with wIdiu we are nil familiar— tbe 
uiau whose every look and tone tolls of 
pride, conceit and self-righloousneu. 

We bavo another of tbe apostle's leg- 
ions hi 1 Cor. xlv. lit: "As to arc zeal- 
ous of spiritual gifts soe'» li.ai )C i.....! 
excel to the edif\ing of Ihe ehiirch ' 
What the spirilnal gifts are «e learn 
from Oal. v. '^2. Thoy are "love, 
peace, joy, long snIVerIng, guiitloness, 
goudneS'i. faiih. iiii'u'»no-s, tem|)er- 
anee." 'I'o excel in these is a noble 
iiinliilion; ami he wi o e yi':il h-iids him 
to covet Iheio eiirec.^tly will nol fail to 
cilily tlic church instead of ilisti'iieting 
and ilii iilin:^' it 

Sneli, then, is Christian zeal. It is 
gentle, nnd not ilcniincinlory. Il is 
meek and lowly, not vnin and nrru 
gant It Is eharilnble, and not censori- 
ous. It is ]inlicnt and lung-siiDcring, 
nnd not )ii tiilaiit ami lii'_'h-lempereil. 
It is con.-erialii'j. ami not ileslriictive. 
It strives earnestly to build up the 
cliurch in all its various branches, and 
not lo draw niatorial from the others to 
build n|) its own branch. It prosnlytes 
from tho worhl, ami not from the 
churches. It rejoices in the success of 
all good men and good in<tllulioiis, 
however widely It may dillor from them. 
This is iho zoaf that Iho ehuich needs 
Zealots abound; fanatics with 11aniiu;i 
torches aio running to and iro; but thoy 
are liyin;; lo bmii n|i our homes rather 
tlnrn the riilibisli heaps of error aud the 
citadels of sin. Tliey contend earnest- 
ly for ihoir own opinlon.i and methods 
inalead of contending humbly and loV' 
in!,'ly for the iriiih as ;t is n .lesus. 

\Vliat wo need to both ijiiickon and 
purify our /«»! i* ("ith. It wo raall/.od 
the power of Goo, tho presence of the 
IIolv Spirit with the Ci.nrcb (in earth, 
ami the eiilliioni iiieiit of C'lirist as its 
sun'eiing Saviour iu Heaven; if »c 
believe in I bo promiscgand prophecies 
grliich liglr up Iho fiilure, we could 
not be either inilillcreiit or impnlient 
wewutdd be utiiuulatcd lo ilo»liiit 
ever our hands Hud lo do with our 
might; an i yet to wait as well as labor 
~ to let (ioil inko Ills own lime and not 
limit Him by our ideas of prngrass. 
The /.ualot who thinks I e is wi ur tiian 
all bis lirellireii — thai he even kii iw 
the iiiind of (iod ami i- u..;iiy lobe 
h'w coiinsoli'r, h:is not Ic.irmd the 
alphabuv of llio (inspcl. But Iho cold 
furinnli.sl, with his dovu-l-Jlvd eioo l, it- 
Mpially ignorant in gjilril' a1 lhin»s. 
Kiir alxjVii ihoni both, in 1 rue l.n"»l 
edge and hi lidelity lo Clirist. slan ls 
the Jiumire, uanivst beliuier. who 
U leil lo ilo gooil 111 his lowly splicre, 
ami t iis's in (ioil l ilh 1 1 Ihii li fnilh. 
Sii('!i was llai ]niiiiilive tijieof pi' ty 
If it coui 1 be rovivi'd in our day the 
milleniiim would sooa be here. -C/k' 
eiigo Juteiiur.
